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I. Summary: 

SB 2344 creates the Administrative Trust Fund within the Department of Law Enforcement 
effective July 1, 2006. The fund is established as a depository for funds to be used for 
department-wide management activities. Funds that will be credited to the Administrative Trust 
Fund will consist of indirect cost reimbursements from the Federal Government and possible 
future assessments against other funds.   
 
The bill creates section 943.367, Florida Statutes.

Indirect cost reimbursements are currently accounted for in several grants and donations trust 
funds.

This bill adds a new trust fund allowing the Department of Law Enforcement to rearrange 
existing revenues and expenditures in compliance with 215.32, F.S, which requires agencies to 
use or create certain trust funds for specified purposes.
